sure in the neighbourhood of -tho.cyclone, 
gradually extending to the surlace of the 
earth, -and on the other band: into “the 
highest regions of tho air, and. transfer its 
vis viva continually inte: néw superheated 
masses of air which ascend in the cyclone, 
whilst a part of the descending external oy- 
clone circulating in the same direction os- 
cends again with the inner, and transfers to 
it.a part of the vis viva gained in the bigher 
togions of the air. The course of the centre 
of the cyclone, is then determined by the 
direction of tho moan velocity of all the air 
masses furming the cyclone, and its dura- 
tion ia that of the disturbance of the neutral 
equilibriom of the atmosphere which called 
it forth and maintains it. 
The Indian authorities do not, itis atated 
here, intend trusting to the Irrawaddy route 
alone. for the trade to' Bhamo and South 
Weatero China, Tho correspondent of a 
usually well-informed journal ‘writes this 
‘morning that more than one competent 
authority, at homo as -well as inEndia, is 
known to hold that the trade route of these 
regions inthe future will not bs the Irra- 
waddy from Rangoon stall, ‘but that from 
North-osstern Assam through the protected 
Stato of Munipore, . With the approaching 
opening of Thibet and of Yunnan, Assam 
and its tmde-will assume a now importance, 
for it affords a waterway. into Thibet which 
it is belioved will enable Assim tea to 
compete with every prospect of success with 
that sent from nen at prosont. .The 
route to Bhamo algo ia snid to offer no 
serious physical obstacle, and in some quar- 
ters this is regarded as the route‘of the 
future for the Iutian_trade” from Calcutta 
and the valley of the Ganges. . 
Anothor effort is, I-hear, about to be 
made to establish 3 Colonial aid Indian 
Museum in London. Some years ago the 
project was started, a meeting in its sup 
port was held at the Mansion House, and 
sundry Colonial Governments expressed 
their willingness to afford material aid. 
But for some reason. or other the scheme 
fell through. Now, howaver, itis revived, 
Lit being thought that. many of the éxhibits 
et present at South Kensington might be 
obtained and utilised for the purposes of o 
permanent - collectiim. None of these 
would, Iam sure, be more’ attractive in 
such’ an institution ‘than those inthe Hong- 
kong Qourt.. The Duke of Manchaster, the. 
Chairman of the Council of the Royal Oclo- 
nial Institute, has just. addressed a letter 
on tho subject to the various Agents 
General, and also to the Secretary of State 
for the Qolonies, asking that the. various 
Colonial Governmonts may be apprised of 
the matter so that a combined and. atrenu- 
ous effort may be made to prevent the dis- 
raion of the“Kensington display. It is 
oped that when the subject comes before 
the Hongkong Legislativé Counail, the pro- 
posal receive unanimous and hearty 
aupport.

Shang- 
hai Bank can do. pretty ‘nearly what 
they like in Hongkong, and they would 
be heartily supported by. the sharshol- 
ders and by publio opinion if they took 
Measures to stamp out the unprincipled 
gambling in their shares. It they do 
not do so, they will inflict’ great ‘injury 
on what is: tho “finest business pro- 
perty in the East, bot one'which at 
the same time requires to. be most jndici- 
owly handlod while-the condition of the 
silver market places trade in this: part of 
the world—and especially dealing in money 
—uader some suspicion. If the Directors 
of the bank can look with equanimity on 
the shares of their company being made 
counters in ‘a gaine. between two sets’ of 
speculators, and: béared and bulled like a 
Jay Gould railway, they are the only people 
in the East who can do so, 

There must be. faw resents iu Hong- 
kong outside of the official circle who car 
be otherwise than much disiatis.cd with 
the way in which the Oolony has been 
treated in the guns sent out for: the forti- 
fications, and in the Newspaper Ordinances. 
The Legislative Qouncil voted large sums 
for the: fortifications, and recelyed aasur- 
ances that the guns would be of the nowost 
and most. efficient breech-loaling kind. 
The guns which are now arriving ‘are of an 
old imuzzle-loading type, aud it is’ clear 
that ‘some one ‘has treated Hongkon; 
in ‘the ‘same “way that unprinciple 
sellers of. arma ‘have been accused 
of treating tho. Chinose officials. . Then, 

in, the progress in constructing the for- 
cations is unsatisfactory to the public, 
while we gather from the newspapers that 
thé fortifications are considered very faulty 
in some respects, We pointed’ out some 


time ago that out of consideration for the }- 


foolings of tho officor in charge of the works, 
the unofficial members of the Council do- 
precated asking any questions as to-what ho 
was doing, and this ‘gentlemanly’. view of 
the matter in’ which they shoild exercise 
their functions: has resulted in a great waste 
of public money, and in a atata of affairs 
for which ‘a Chinese mandarin would be 
sent to mond the roads on the northern 
frontier. That the chief blame in this 
matter should ‘ba given .to the . officials 
is undoubledly- true, but our — con: 
temporarics in Hongkong are to blame 
for the feeble manner in which they 
watch the public interests. Their cri-
